N e w Y 'ork , Septem ber 20th.—[Special.] 
—Charles Crocker testified this forenoon 
before the U nited States R ailroad Com m is­ 
sion th at he had lived in California thirtv- 
seven years—first in the m ines, th en at 
Sacram ento, and tiien at San Francisco. 
H e w ent over the history of the building of 
the Central Pacific. 
H e said th at the 
first contract was for eighteen miles of road 
east of Sacram ento. 
A t th at tim e he was 
not a D irector of the road, bu t could not 
rem em ber if he had been before th at or Dot. 
H e thought that the contract was adver­ 
tised for, and that he had p u tin a bid to 
build it for $250.000 in cash, $50,000 of 
stock and $100,000 in bonds. 
H e tried to 
get others interested in th e work, but failed 
to persuade anyone to share the risk. 
H e 
was about a year in building the eighteen 
m iles of road, and it was finished before 
the law was passed giving G overum entaid. 
A fterw ard other sections were advertised 
for. 
H e could only get a contract for two 
m iles of the next letting, as there was a 
hue and cry th a t lie was a favored con­ 
tractor, so that cut him off from a fair com ­ 
petition. 
H e said th at after the law of 18G4 was 
passed he becam e aw are th at the road 
could m ortgage its line. 
" i was com ­ 
pletely wrapped up in the construction of 
th e road,” he said. “ and was w illing to do 
anything to carry it on. 
I took great risks 
in the work, but I w ent on w ith it till I 
sunk all the m oney I had and all I could 
borrow. 
Then we got into financial diffi­ 
culties, and a tim e cam e w hen I should 
have been glad to take a clean sh irt and 
q u it.” 
W itness could not recollect the term s of 
th e different contracts under w hich he 
w orked. 
R alph Sm ith kept his books 
w hile he w orked on th e State-line section 
of the road. 
W itness did not know what 
had become of the books of Crocker A Co., 
contractors. 
“ I suppose they are still 
am ong the debris at Sacram ento. 
I never 
knew that anyone had inquired for them , 
or th at they were w anted ior any purpose. 
I don’t know w here the hooks are. any 
m ore than the m an in the m oon, and don’t 
th in k I have seen them since they were 
closed in 18G9. 
If anyone had asked me 
w here they were I should have told him it 
was none of his business, unless it should 
have been your honorable B oard.” 
As to the dem and for the production of 
these books, Crocker insisted that the Com­ 
m ission had no right to ask for them , still 
if he could find them when he reached 
C alifornia lie would send the books on, if 
so advised by counsel for the com pany. 
W itness was questioned about the organ­ 
ization of the Finance Com pany, and said 
th e com pany was organized to unite the 
capital and debts of the larger stock holders, 
and thus retain control of the road. 
At 
th at tim e we were greatly in debt, and it 
looked at one tim e as If I would have to go 
to th e wall, but w hen the road was finally 
finished everybody was rejoiced, and the 
people d idn’t care a continental w hether 1 
ow ned a m illion or leu m illions. 
There 
was a chance then for us io pay.” 
"Suits were brought," w itness continued, 
" to recover m oney claim ed to have been 
u njustly obtained by witness and Stanford. 
These were blackm ailing suits, pure and 
sim ple, and were settled to avoid scandal 
and the depreciation of th e bonds. 
W hen 
I went into th e building of the road I was 
rich, hiu when I got through w ith the 
w ork 1 had no m oney.” 
" W hat do you m ean by being rich at the 
com m encem ent of your railroad w ork?” 
“ I m ean th at 1 ha.l a good business, 
plenty of m oney—say $200,000—and was 
happy and prosperous. 
Ail 
th at was 
changed w hen I w ent into the railroad. 
It 
was alw ays 
turm oil 
and 
trouble and 
anxiety.” 
W itness thought tho m oney question at 
issue could be settled best by a conference 
between a com m ittee from the Board of 
Directors and this Commission. 
Mr. L ittler ssked w hat was the ability of 
the com pany to P3y its debt to the G overn­ 
m en t to-day, and received “ None, w hat­ 
ever,” as an em phatic answer. 
Mr. Crocker said the com pany intended 
to pay som e day, h u t to do it at present 
w ould ruin the property. 
" I w ould sug­ 
gest,” rfcmarkt 1 Mr.i rocker, "th at the Gov­ 
ernm ent, to w hich the m oney is ju st now 
no object, m ight give the road, say 100 
years in which to pay its debt.” 
Later lie 
said th at if the G overnm ent had given the 
Central Pacific the contracts prom ised the 
com pany w uld have nearly paid its debts 
by this tim e. 
“ Politics," insisted the w it­ 
ness, " are at the root of all this trouble, 
and when the road is out of politics it will 
prosper.” 
In reply to another question witnrs3 
said there was never a penny in siocks, 
bonds or m oney offered to any legislator to 
secure corrupt infiuer ce. 
The, G overnm ent 
had saved som e $139,600,000 by the road, 
yet w ould not give it enough patronage to 
enable it to pay its debt, w hich could easily 
have been done. 
T he com pany had faith­ 
fully fulfilled all its contracts, and he 
(Crocker) had asked the Board of Directors 
to introduce a hill into Congress claim ing 
paym ent in com pensation for unfilled con­ 
tract- m ade w ith the com pany bv the Gov­ 
ernm ent, bu t never fulfilled.

T he St, G atidens M odel o f Mm. C levelan d 
to b e Cast th is W eek . 
A new art object of interest to every 
one is thus mentioned in the New York 
Herald of August 27th: 
“ W hat a beautiful woman?’' This ex­ 
pression dropped from the lips of a well- 
known artist yesterday as he gazed for the 
tirst time ujmn a plaster cast of the face of 
Mrs. Frances Cleveland, wife of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. The new work 
of art is from the skillful hand of Augus­ 
tus St. tiaudens, the sculptor of the Farra- 
gut statue in Madison Square, who has 
l»een spending a fortnight at Marion, Mass. 
W hile at that little village, as the guest.Of 
Colonel Richard W. Gilder, editor of the 
Century, Mr. St. Gaudeng was presented to 
Mrs. ( levehtnd, who was then with Gen­ 
eral A. W. Greelv’g family. 
The Presi­ 
dent's wife was one day a visitor at Col­ 
onel Gilder's beautiful retreat, and greatly 
admired the studio where Mrs. G ilder ex­ 
ercises her skill during the summer months. 
Through General G recly and Colonel 
Gilder, with suggestions from Mrs. Fol­ 
som, the conversation one day a fortnight 
ago was turned to art topics, and linally 
the portrait of Mrs. Cleveland was enter­ 
tained at some length. The result was that 
the President’s wife gave Mr. St. Gaudens 
a commission for a portrait in bronze. 
The sittings were commenced that dav, 
and the attractive studio of Mrs. < jilder was 
offered and gladly utilized by the artist, 
who was not only surprised but greatly de­ 
lighted with the order. 
Mrs. Cleveland 
gave him eleven sittings. 
The portrait is *1*-signed as a low relief 
medallion, and the modeling from life was 
done in pipe clay in Marion. 
This model 
was then brought to New York and an ex­ 
act copy ot it made in plaster of paris. 
From this plaster east a mold will be im­ 
pressed in casting sand at the foundry, and 
the finished medallion will he cast next 
week in bronze. 
The medallion is lower 
than a bas-relief, but sufficiently raised from 
the base to give a striking portrait of a 
beautiful face, a little more full than a 
profile. 
It is somewhat less than life size, 
and includes the shapely head, the deli­ 
cately outlined face and the [icrfeet neck. 
The lips are the prominent features of ar­ 
tistic excellence in the medallion, and the 
neck, set most becomingly, is a marked 
outline of lieauty and of grace. 
The entire 
medallion is an almost ideal portrait of a 
beautiful face, and is at the same time such 
a correct likeness that everylxxiy who has 
seen it pronounces the work a most com­ 
plete success. 


T he L aw R egard in g O verhanging T rees. 
A case was recently tried and decided in 
th? Superior Court of Sacramento concern­ 
ing the rights of a land-owm r to have the 
trees of his neighbor cut down bccauae they 
shaded his land to injury of ero¡«. 
A sim­ 
ilar question is frequently ¡ml forth con­ 
cerning rights as to fruits falling upon the 
land of another. 
Upon this .subject Judge 
Bennett, in the IHrigo Rural, savs: 
The question often arises, who owns the 
fruit of a tree standing near the boundary 
line between two proprietors. 
It is gener- 
erally supposed that the fruit on the limbs 
overhanging one’s land belongs to him ; 
but this is an entire mistake. 
If a tree 
stands wholly on your land, although some 
of the roofs extend into the soil of your 
neighbor and derive support and nourish­ 
m ent from his soil, he has no right to any 
of the fruit which hangs over the line (11 
Conn. 277; 3S Vt. 105; 25 N. Y. 156); 
■iiid it he attempts by force to prevent you 
from picking it, he is liable for assault and 
battery (46 Barb. 337 ; 48 N. Y. 201). 
In one instance, a lady, while standing 
m the fence picking cherries which hung 
over the line, was forbidden to do so by 
the adjoining owner, who was at work in 
his garden ; and, in the scuffle to prevent 
her, she received some bruises on her arm, 
for which he had the pleasure of paying 
the neat little sum of a thousand dollars. 
If your fruit falls into your neighbor's lot 
you have, I think, an implied license in 
law to go and pick it up, doing him an un­ 
avoidable damage (113 Mass. 376; 12 Vt. I 
273). 
If, however, a fruit tree stands directly ! 
in the division line, and is what is called I 
“ a line tree,” both parties own the tree 
and fruit in common, and neither can cut 
down the tree, or seriously injure it, w ith­ 
out being resjionsible to the other (12 N. 
H. 454 ; Barb. 547: 25 N. Y. 123). 
Sometimes persons are tempted to poison 
or secretly kill a neighlior’s tree of some 
kind, which stands near the fence, and 
casts a baneful shade on their garden plot; 
hut this is dangerous business, and the 
party doing so may possibly find himself 
inside the County Ja il fora twelve months, 
where the rooms arc apt to lie small and 
not always very clean. 
The safer way in 
such cases is to cut off the limbs which 
hang over your side, or dig down and cut 
off the roots, which, undoubtedly, you have 
a legal right to d o ; but it would not he 
safe to use the limbs for firewood, or other­ 
wise convert them to your own use, lest 
you have to pay their value, more or less. 


serration will teach when the fruit is 
ready to lie gathered. 
At this time, the 
fruit having made itsgrowth, derives noth­ 
ing more from the tree. 
After the fruit is 
full-grown its next step is toward decay. 
Decay in early kinds comes in a few days 
or weeks; in the late sorts it requires 
several months, but whether early or late, 
there is a stage in this progress from 
maturity 
to 
decay, when 
the 
fruit 
best suits our purjxxses, and we say that it 
Is “ ripe,” or “ mellow," or “ in eating.” 
This time in early kinds comes very 
quickly, and others do not assume it be­ 
fore spring. 
Early kinds come “ into eat­ 
ing condition ” so soon that they will hear 
but little transportation, hence are suited 
only to near markets. 
But these vary 
greatly, and there are from very early anil 
autumu-ripening fruits to the very latest. 
The fruit-grower should be a careful ob­ 
server of these points. 
The best fruit may 
be spoiled or materially depreciated in 
value by careless picking and handling. 
Properly constructed cold storage houses 
will do much toward.-, keeping fruit in good 
condition, hut unless the fruit is picked at 
the right time it cannot be kept profitably 
even in the best fruit houses.— American 
Ageicultunet for AuguM. 


T he O rigin o f a S m all R ace o f T urkeys. 
In 1877 the author sent a number of 
wild turkeys to Santa Cruz Island, situ­ 
ated in the Pacific ocean, about 20 miles 
oil shore. 
The island is about 30 miles 
long and five to ten wide, and contains no 
animals injurious to fowls excepting a 
small gray fox. 
The first season four hens 
raised 61 birds to maturity, which attained 
the size of theparents. 
The next vear the 
produce was 120, of alxiut the same size. 
These birds m ultiplied and lived perfectly 
wild in the forest, and in a few years it was 
observed that they had diminished very 
much in size, so that now it would be im- 
¡Hissihje to find a cock which would weigh 
over six pounds, which is less than one- 
third the weight of their original ances­ 
tors, or the first and second island genera­ 
tion--. 
1 he author thinks this is undoubtedly a 
case of pretty ckge inbreeding, although 
he does not think the fact is conclusively 
established. These birds had an abund­ 
ance of feed on the island, consisting of 
acorns, berries, insects anti grass, anil have 
always been healthy and vigorous, with 
habits of flight about the same as th at of 
the Eastern wild birds in their native 
haunts. The writer has introduced wild 
turkeys in various places on the Pacific 
slope north of San Francisco, which have 
been prolific and healthy and attained the 
normal size.-—J. D. Caton, in American 
Naturalist. 


K erosen e tn th e P ou ltry Yard. 
The many uses that kerosene mav be put 
to in the poultry yard make it almost an in- 
dispensible article to be charged to the ex­ 
pense account, and no other article will so 
enhance the profits of the poultry yards as 
kerosene diligently and intelligently used. 
For ¡tainting the inside of nest boxes for 
setting hens there is nothing equal to it, as 
it surely kills all vermin with which it 
comes in contact, and prevents other vermin 
from entering the nest until it is entirelv 
evaporated, which, if the crude oil is used, 
will give the hen ample time to hatch her 
brood. 
A few drojis in the drinking water 
occasionally has a good effect on the gen­ 
eral health of the flock, and for colds or 
croup there is nothing better if carefully 
applied. 
Scaly leg may be cured by 
simply wetting the Iegs: of the fowl's 
affected occasionally, and the crude oil 
is best in this case also, as it takes a 
much longer time to .evaporate. 
W hen 
the crude oil is not readily obtained, some 
kind of heavy oil or grease should be 
mixed with the kerosene to stay evapora­ 
tion 
As a remedy for cholera it has been 
highly recommended. 


lie K in d to Y our H orne. 
Kindness with the family horse is of the 
utmost importance. 
Always cultivate an 
acquaintance, and be on social and friendly 
terms with him. 
If he is tired or worn 
out, it is astonishing how these little a t­ 
tentions will encourage and cheer him up. 
W hen not in use, he should lie given a 
reasonable amount of daily exercise. 
No 
animal will do well without exercise. 
It 
promotes a good action of their limbs, and 
assists digestion. 
The harness should be 
made to fit, thus avoiding chafes aud 
bruises. 
In cold weather the lips and 
tongue of the horse may he made sore by 
contact with the frozen hit. 
The hit 
should always lie warmed before being 
placed in the horses’ mouth. 
Flies are 
very annoying to horses, and the use of 
the net, or some pre;«aration that will keep 
the flies away, is well repaid. 
(’are in driving is of the greatest im ­ 
portance. 
llow often do wc see an animal 
driven until vret with perspiration, and 
dotted with foam, standing without blanket 
or protection of any kind from the cold 
northern winds. 
W hen in such condition, 
he evidently suffers intensely; besides the 
danger of contracting diseases from which 
he will never recover. 
If any law on our 
statute book should 1m more rigidly en- 
forccd than another, it is the one against 
fast driving. 
When in use, blankets should 
always be provided in add weather, so that 
they will dry without chilling. 
Protect 
them from drafts when warm, and cither 
rub down, or lot them stand in a stable 
where cold air cannot strike them.—Ameri­ 
can Agriculturist for August.

enfeebles the functions of the alxiominal 
and thoracic organs, and, in tact, unbal­ 
ances the whole muscular system. 
Many 
children become slightly hump-hacked or 
severely 
round-shouldered 
by sleeping 
with the head raised on a high pillow. 
W hen any person finds it easier to sit or 
stand or walk or sleep in a crooked posi­ 
tion than a straight one, such person may­ 
be sure his muscular system system is 
badly deranged, and the more careful he 
is to preserve a straight or upright [Kisi- 
tion, and get back again, the better.—Peo­ 
ple'» Health Journal. 


D rin k in g V essels.— The value of con­ 
venient drinking fountains or vessels for 
furnishing the fowls with fresh, eool water, 
becomes very apparent during the warm 
summer months. 
Because the fowls drink 
more water at this season is reason enough 
th at extra precautions should be taken to 
have it pure, for if allowed to become 
“ welted ” or stale, and the green slime is 
allowed to accumulate in the vessels, it 
will produce indigestion, and other dis­ 
eases will quickly follow. As the drink­ 
ing vessels should he cleaned and filled at 
least once every day, it follows that they 
should be so constructed th at this may lie 
quickly and easily done. 
Wooden vessels 
are the hardest of all to keep clean. The 
stoneware drinking fountains do not ac­ 
cumulate filth very rapidly, and if set in 
the shade in a clean place, may be kept 
clean by simply rinsing before filling each 
day. Tin vessels soon rust, and oxide of 
tin is poisonous.

S t r a w b e r r y J e l l y .—This is a very 
nice dessert for Sunday’s dinner because it 
must i>e made the day before. 
One box of 
Cox’s gelatine soaked an hour in a very- 
little w ater; 
two lemons, one qugrt of 
strawberries, a cup anti a half of sugar; one 
pint of boiling water. 
Mash half of the 
strawberries with about two-thirds of a 
cup of sugar; 
add the m ixture to the 
soaked gelatine, the juice of the lemon and 
the cup and a half of sugar. 
Pour boiling 
water over all, stirring constantly, and set 
on the stove for a few minutes. Strain into 
molds and set away to stiffen. W hen thor­ 
oughly cold and partially stiff add the 
other pint of berries, and then put on ice 
for the night. 
Serve with eream whipped 
and sweetened. 


W hen to L ick F ruit. 
W hen fruits are mature, they make 
preparation for falling, just as mature 
leaves do. 
A distinct line is formed on 
the stem of the fruit, in preparation for 
the separation. 
When the apple or pear is 
mature, it will separate from the tree w ith­ 
out anv pulling; mere lifting the fruit 
from its hanging position to a horizontal 
one, will cause the separation from the 
tree to take place at once.

w h ic h experience ha«r sh o w n is antago­ 
nistic to the laws, and that belief is a lim­ 
itation upon the declaration of intention 
to obey them, such inquiry will always 
justify itseli. The “ intention ” of the ap­ 
plicant to obey the laws is not of necessity 
continuing. 
It is a prospective resolution, 
behind which the belief in a doctrine con­ 
demned in its practice by the law may de­ 
stroy the intention and “excuse” the falsity 
declaration. 
The answer to the question 
involved the judgment of good citizenship, 
and it was therefore the right thing for the 
Court to do to unearth the reservation at­ 
tempted to be shielded by so-called relig­ 
ious belief. 
Holding as the Court does, 
that a doctrine which flies in the face of 
the law disqualifies one for good citizen­ 
ship who entertains it, the inquiry con­ 
cerning it is projier. Of course, this can­ 
not go to the extent of arbitrary ruling by 
the Court th at an applicant cannot be a 
good citizen who does not entertain this, 
that or the other purely religious view. 
But the laws and institutions of the coun­ 
try having made it the settled policy of 
the land th at plural marriage is vicious 
and dangerous to 
a republican govern­ 
ment, it is not an infringement of the right 
of conscience to inquire whether one de­ 
manding admission to the privileges of cit­ 
izenship entertains a belief that polygamy 
is right, and that obedience to its teach­ 
ings Is a first duty before the law. 
The 
average Mormon delights in no discussion 
more than that which enables him to draw 
the Constitution upon itself, and to use it 
as 
weapon of offense upon the social sys­ 
tem of the Republic.

SAN DIEGO'S SCHEME. 


The original advertising scheme of send­ 
ing a brass band Kast to play throughout 
th e chief towns and cities is credited to 
Kan Diego. 
It has no objectionable feat­ 
ure, if we accept its brass, while it jiossesses 
the virtue of creating “ talk” about San 
Diego. 
And that, by the way, is the secret 
of all pioneer advertising—to keep the 
name and business so prominently and per­ 
sistently before the public that they will 
lie talked about; that* the public mind 
cannot escape some thought of them, even 
if it be one of annoyance. 
That once ac­ 
complished the 
regular announcements 
nnder the name or business thus made 
fam iliar will be received, not only with 
complacency, but with something akin to 
expectation and strong desire. 
Now, if the San Diegans, bv having their 
band float the San Diego estimate of 
melody upon the Eastern breezes, can 
awaken the simple inquiries, “ W ell, where 
under the suu is San Diego and w hat is it 
anyhow?” the primal end will have been 
attained. 
W hen public inquisitiveness 
has been sufficiently whetted, and “ San 
Diego” and the derivation of its nomen­ 
clature have been debated, the Eastern 
people will be readily receptive of some 
sober facts concerning that favored section 
of this State, and will conveniently and 
amicably forget the means by which its 
attention was gained. 
The taste that suggested the employ­ 
m ent of the means referred to may be ques­ 
tioned, but taste in “ boom” methods is 
something the public cares little about. It 
does care for results. 
The San Diegans 
have 
succeeded 
admirably 
thus 
far 
with 
their 
brass 
band 
scheme. 
T hey 
have 
received 
somewhere near 
$ 10,000 worth of free advertising from the 
telegraphic reporters in the last live days. 
T hey have secured free notices from a good 
« a n y hundred Eastern newspapers, worth 
at a low estimate $1 a line. 
They have 
fallen upon the great good luck of having 
th eir band excluded from Central Park, 
and they owe the municipality of New 
York unbounded thanks for its stupidity. 
If now something tragic, sensational, 
dram atic, will happen to that hand ; if it 
can be brought to the front in some deed of 
heroism, or great peril, or unwarranted as­ 
. sault upon it, or even in a big scan­ 
dal ; 
if 
only its 
members can 
be 
made 
martyrs 
and 
heroes 
or 
its 
leaders 
be 
induced 
to draw social 
ire at the East, San Diego’s ambition will 
be accomplished, and it will m atter very 
little what becomes of the band, or what 
the delights or the agonies of the Eastern 
people who are witnesses to its wrestling 
with harmonies. 
The brass band scheme certainly 13 a 
notch ahead of a traveling baseball club, 
and reaches a greatly larger multitude. 
Los Angeles, San Jose and perhaps Sac­ 
ram ento may have their wits pricked by 
this master stroke of the south-enders, to 
devise some still more novel, economic 
means of getting themselves still more 
“ talked about.” The idea seems to be 
ju st now among “ boomers” that notoriety 
is the first essential and that the localitv 
achieving that most sensationally will have 
the best hearing before the Eastern public 
when it comes to matters of solid reason.

MOST’S VIOLENCE. 


The violence of utterance in which H err 
Most indulges, neutralizes the effect he 
desires to produce. 
Most, at the Cooper 
Union Monday night, had before him a 
couple of thousand Anarchists and red flag 
Socialists. His appeals to them to arm and 
resist the execution of the laws upon the Chi­ 
cago assassins, create no alarm in the coun­ 
try. Not ten thousand nor a hundred thou­ 
sand such crews as shout at the heeLs of the 
ex-convict, can create any fears of interrup­ 
tion of the course of the nation. 
In the 
present instance the right policy Is to per­ 
mit Most and his followers to howl them ­ 
selves hoarse. 
The futility of their pro­ 
tests and threats will be the more deeply 
impressed upou them and the country, by 
calmly proceeding with the execution 
when the time arrives, and without inter­ 
mediate response by the authorities to the 
threatening» of the New York “avengers.” 
But the day will come, nor is it far dis­ 
tant, when patience and toleraiion with 
such as Most will cense to he a virtue, and 
in the 
interests 
of common comfort, 
the iron hand of the law to be created 
will stretch forth and choke these mis­ 
creants into silence. 
We do permit men 
now to stand upon the highway and preach 
the holiuess of enmity to American insti­ 
tutions, the righteousness of murdbr and 
justness of the bomb and the torch, when 
aimed against life and property. 
But not 
always will this extreme of tolerance 
obtain. 
llera Most, the Anarchist and the 
red flag Socialists are common nuisances 
and as such ought to be and presently will 
be suppressed. 


THE SACEEDNESS OF CONSCIENCE. 


A t Ogden the other day the District 
Court entered upon the examination of an 
applicant for admission to citizenship as to 
Lis belief in the doctrine of plural m arri­ 
age. The applicant declined to respond, 
and the Court thereupon dismissed the ap­ 
plication. The witness had on oath de­ 
clared that he intended in good faith to 
obey the anti-polygamy laws, but admitted 
th at his present attitude towards the Gov­ 
ernm ent was an open question. 
H e denied 
the right of the Court to make inquiry into 
his religious l>clief, shielding himself be­ 
hind the Constitution guaranteeing free­ 
dom of conscience and the right to believe 
and worship as lie chose. 
The Ogden Her­ 
ald is indignant at the action of the Court, 
and says: 
I t Is none of th e C ourt’s business w h e th e r a 
m a o believes in vicarious atonem ent, celibacy 
of th e clergy, keeping th e Jew ish S abbath, ce­ 
le stial m arriage, universal redem ption of m an, 
or th e old-tim e terrify in g hell of th e bigots. 
T h e Court appears to be lack in g in a com pre­ 
h en sio n o f th e broad difleronee bet ween politi­ 
cal b elief a n d religious belief. B ut th e ap p li­ 
c a n t w as p lain ly possessed of a clearer view. H e 
a n sw e re d prom ptly an d Intelligently all th e le­ 
g itim a te questions w hich w ere propounded ; he 
d c m o n -tra tjd th a t h e understood an d loved th e 
florin of governm ent ex istin g in th e U nited 
S ta te s , a n d th a t he in ten d ed to uhry all the law s 
of th is country. B ut w hen th e Court began a 
relig io u s catechism , th e ap p lican t very properly 
d e c lin e d to answ er. 
T he saeredness of conscience in the face 
of political assault is not to be denied to 
any. 
But in this case the Court made an 
inquiry which was a test of the verity of 
th e answer of the applicant that he “ in­ 
tended ” to obey the laws. 
Beyond that 
generalization the Court had a right to go 
to ascertain wbat the witness deemed laws 
.'binding upon him and deserving his obe­ 
dience. 
If the applicant holds to a belief ¡ 


R e g i s t r a t i o n ,official inspection and reg. 
ulation as palliatives, if not remedies, for 
the social evil, have been urged over and 
again, and every now and then they are 
taken up and considered by the newspapers 
of the day. 
J ust now the subject is being 
revived. 
It appears to have been lost 
sight of by the advocates of registration 
in all the years of the debate over this so­ 
cial puzzle, that European experiments in 
this direction have not had the success 
claimed for them by their American advo­ 
cates. It is passible that they may have 
narrowed the lim its somewhat of disease 
and consequently of human suffering, but 
the latest reliable statistics and intelli­ 
gence on the subject prove that they tend 
to the spread of the social evil and greater 
degradation, than under the former systems 
of non-interference or of suppression. 
The 
most recent contribution to the subject 
comes in the August number of “The In ­ 
ternational Record of Charities and Correc­ 
tion, issued by the Putnam ’s and edited by 
the well-known philanthropist and writer, 
and Secretary of the Illinois Board of Pub­ 
lic Charities, Frederick Howard Wines 
The article referred to bears no name, but 
the evidences are strong that it is from the 
facile pen of Mr. Wines. 
It gives, in a 
brief and straightforward manner, the be­ 
ginning, trial,’and result in abandonment of 
registration and regulation in St. Iiouis, 
and recites how it happened that Chicago 
escaped the experiment. 
It holds that the 
result in Eurojie, to which we have refer­ 
red, is the result here, under such a system, 
only intensified by reason of the different 
conditions of our social system. 
The jour­ 
nalists who periodically break forth in ad­ 
vocacy of regulation, and with commenda­ 
ble moral warmth, should consult 
Mr. 
Wines paper entitled, “A new Tale of Two 
Cities,” for light upon the subject. 


There should bo no m unicipal politics except 
prudent and economical public im provem ent.—

At the banquet tendered by the citizens 
of Sacramento Monday evening 111 the Di­ 
rectors’ room at tLe Pavilion to those who 
represented the county exhibits at the State 
Fair, m any appropriate speeches were 
made. The banquet lasted until 2 a . m , 
and the entire Statu was represented. A 
synopsis of a few of the addresses are given 
below : 
Tit : 8JABD c r trvdk 
Joseph Steffens. die President of the Sac­ 
ramento Board of Trade, one of the most 
active workers we have in this section, who 
is untiring in his efforts to build up North­ 
ern and Central Califo nia, spoke as follows 
in response to the toasl, “ The Board of 
Trade 
Ladies and Gentlemen : “ The Board of 
Trade”—Verily a stereotyped subject—an 
old toast warmed over. W ithout history 
or detail, let me say that this exposition 
building is a monument of just one of the 
efforts of the .Sacramento Board of Trade, 
and the good feeling and harmonizing 
effect of its daily interchange is alone suf­ 
ficient cause to make it live and work ever. 
Bear in mind that this is a Sacramento ten­ 
dered banquet, and not a State Agricultural 
Society’s proffer of hospitality. 
W hile 
/ good sense dictates tom e that at this ban­ 
quet tendered to our friends speech-making 
should be avoided on my part, yet it would 
be shirking a manifest duty not to express 
a thought or two which this occasion sug­ 
gests. It is no use to disguise the fact that 
this token of appreciation for the efforts of 
our neighboring counties largely springs 
from the memory of the antagonism (if you 
so please to cail it) that has been shown 
the State Agricultural Society by the Me­ 
chanics' Institute of San Francisco. 
A few years ago the State said, through 
its Legislature : Yes. you require and shall 
have a permanent annual exposition. We 
will locate it at the Capital and railroad 
center of the State. In orderthat all indus­ 
tries ahd all interests may be the better 
conserved, you must not hold any District 
Fair during the time of the State Exposi­ 
tion. 
If yon do, you need not ask for any 
aid from us. 
This one loop-hole has apparently sug­ 
gested to the managers of the Mechanics’ 
Institute that they would set aside the Act 
of the Legislature, that they would defy 
the common law of the State and hold their 
exhibit at the same seasonable time re­ 
quired for the State Fair. Tbat private 
institution, born and nursed in the fog, 
cannot see that it is a clear proposition, that 
it is their duty to the interior, from which 
comes all their life and strength, to provide 
that every man in the State or its cities 
should have all the encouragement possi­ 
ble to show the results of his toil at the 
annual exposition of his State. 
We call on 
the press of this city, San Francisco and 
the State, and of every fair-minded man, to 
continue the discussion of this matter until 
the Mechanics’ Institute will honor the 
arrangements of their committees of confer­ 
ence instead of pigeon-holing them and 
get out of the fog of personal aggrandize­ 
ments into thesunlightof charity for others 
and gratitude to the interior, the verv 
source of their all. 
To the managers of the State Agricult­ 
ural Society let me say: 
In addition to 
giving much of your valuable time, no 
small am ount of your private funds, and 
even your personal responsibility to sus­ 
tain the State Fair, yet we ask you to con­ 
tinue to negotiate for a proper adjustment 
of the present differences of the two asso­ 
ciations, caring well for the wants and 
rights of the State and its people. There 
are some thiDgs, too, you must always do 
cheerfully. 
Give all men of influence a 
complimentary ticket, for the universe 
moves by influence. Give men of means 
also a free aunual pass ; 
for, as the State 
Agricultural Society has no money and is 
in debt, by so doing, you make good that 
which is written : ” To him which hatb. 
more shall be given, and to him which hath 
not shall be taken away, even that which 
he hath.” 
SAN JOAQUIN COUNTY. 
In response to the toast “San Joaqnin 
County—her agriculture, horticulture ami 
established maunfacturea are the bow of 
promise for her brilliant, future," J. D. 
Hntfman, of Stockton, spoke as follows: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : On 
behalf of the rtst of the committee I take 
great pleasure in acknowledging the gener­ 
ous reception which you have so kindlv ex­ 
tended to us at this time. The subject to 
which I have been called upon to respond 
is one tbat requires a deep thinker and a 
good talker, neither of which am I pos­ 
sessed. but I presume will have to say 
something in behelf of my county, and to 
attempt to delineate to you all the subjects 
imbued in agriculture, horticulture and es­ 
tablished manufactories is too great for a 
respondent of my experience in public 
speaking. 
I have noted a few items that would 
come within the purview of my subject. 
Frst, agriculture. The agricultural produc­ 
tions of my county are somewhat varied, 
being wheat, barley, rye, corn, potatoes, 
water-melons, castor beans and cbickorv. 
The area sown to wheat the last year was 
about 250,000 acres. 
A part of that acreage the last year was 
an entire failure, and yet the yield this year 
was about 65,000 tons, m aking an average 
of about eighteen bushels per acre. Some 
of the wheat was damaged by the hot winds 
in June in some localities, and in other 
localities the grain was No. 1 and cannot 
be beat, as I can show you by making a 
visit to our exhibit from this county. 
San Joaquin is a wheat county ; in fact, 
it is onr principal production. Barley does 
well in some localities ; some parts of the 
county is adapted to its production, and 
other portions of it all goes to straw, con­ 
sequently no yield of grain. R_ve, the same 
as barley. Corn, the same. 
Potatoes on 
the upland do fair for early planting, but 
for late planting for winter potatoes they 
are planted aloDg the streams and on the 
islands, where they produce abundantly, 
from 250 to 300 sacks per acre. One man 
in our county has in 800 acres this year, 
but they are not ripe yet. 
Lodi, the town where I reside, is the chief 
for watermelons on this coast. We pro­ 
duce annually from 300 to 350 carloads, of 
10 ton3 each, or 3,000 to 3,500 tons, annu­ 
ally on from 1,200 to 1,500 acres ; but the 
railroad gets the profits. 
Castor beans is an industry which is yet 
in its infancy in our county. This is the 
second year of its culture in the vicinity of 
Lodi, and in that short space of time. the 
first year, or last year, the yield was over a 
ton to the acre, and this year abont a ton. 
This year we have near 20Ó acres in cultiva­ 
tion. This industry in a few years, in my 
opinion, will take the place of watermelons, 
and be one of the leading industries in our 
county. 
Chicory is an industry that is yet in its 
infancy. Mr. Bachman as yet is the only 
grower. This year his yield will only be 
about 75,000 pounds; last year it was 150.000 
pounds. 
Under the head of horticulture I am pre­ 
pared to say but little, as our county does 
not boast of fruit, although in some locali­ 
ties certain kinds of fruit do well. 
We 
raise in our county appies, peaches, pears, 
plums, apricots, nectarines, prunes, persim­ 
mons, figs, and grapes of ail kinds, and 
oranges. A9 an evidence of which you can 
visit the San Joaquin county exhibit, and 
see for yourselves. 
Stockton is the principal city in onr 
county. By the Government expending a 
small sum of money, say about $1,000,000, 
to dredge out the Stockton channel, so we 
could bring in deep-water vessels, it would 
soon be the rival of San Francisco. We 
realize now within about three cents per 
cental for wheat at Stockton less than San 
Francisco prices. 
Stockton has two large flouring mills that 
manufacture as good flour as any place in 
tüe State, the capacity of which I am not 
able 10 state at this time, and two others 
outside of Stockton—one at Lodi and one 
at Linden. It also has the best tannery 
in the Slate—Huffman <fc Wagner, propri­ 
etors. The capacity I am not able to state. 
Woolen mills I am not conversant enough 


with to give anything definite. The paper 
mills are the largeet of any in the State, 
and the capacity I cannot state. 
There have been made and sold in Stock­ 
ton this year over 200 combined harvest­ 
ers, besides numerous other farm imple­ 
ments. 
I may add that we have a $300,000 Court­ 
house in course of erection, have just com­ 
pleted the finest Pavilion in the State at a 
cost of $40,000, and want you all to come 
down with your exhibits and exhibit in the 
new Pavilion, and take the blue ribbon 
from the Pomona Grange. 
And lastly, but not least, I must add a 
word, that, with all I have said, there is 
one item 1 must mention, that we have the 
best-looking ladies in our county of any 
oounty in the State, with the exception of 
Sacramento only as our equal; as an evi­ 
dence of whic h, there are so many that the 
President of this Association cannot make 
choice of one, hence our young bachelor. 


OOLUSA COUNTY. 
The toast, “ Colusa County—the banner 
wheat county of the world,” was eloquently 
responded to by F. C. Iladcliffe. 
He spoke 
as follows: 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
“ Colusa county, the banner cereal county 
of the world.” The sentiment to which I 
have been called upon to respond Í9 one 
about which the most close-mouthed clam 
in the world, did he reside within the limits 
of that county, could not fail to say some­ 
thing, and yet it is a subject that no fnan can 
do justice to, e’en though he be possessed 
of the pen of a Shakespeare or the tongue 
of a Demosthenes. Colusa is a grand, a 
noble county in its proportions and its re­ 
sources. Lying in the center of the great 
Sacramento valley, bordered on the east by 
the rolling Sacramento, the greatest com­ 
mercial artery of the State, and on the west 
by the beautiful hills and peaks of the 
Coast Range, its avenues to commerce and 
prosperity stretch out in every direction. 
The county embraces within its limits the 
deep, black.alluvial soil of the river bot­ 
tom, the broad sweeping lands of the plains, 
the undulating foothills, where the future 
vinevards of the State will lie, and the 
beautiful, inspiring scenery of the western 
m ountains— while its climate embraces 
every variety, from that which they m anu­ 
facture at L03 Angeles at $1,600 an acre to 
the cheap ordinary article—but, excuse me, 
we have none of the latter in our section of 
the country. The man of means may come 
to our county, rear a palatial home on the 
banks of the Sacramento, where he may 
watch the great streams of trade coursing 
their way down to the sea laden with the 
staff of life acd other good things, while 
his children are educated in the best schools 
in the State: the man in moderate circum­ 
stances may buy a farm, build a comfort­ 
able home for almost nothing and live in 
peace and plenty ever afterward ; the one- 
1 tinged tourist, who has tried Florida and 
the country south of Tehachapi in vain, 
may come to our county, erect u home in 
our western hills where the life-giving 
ozone courses through his system, a thou­ 
sand varieties of mineral water gu9h from 
the rocks, deer and game roam the m oun­ 
tains and speckled trout fills the brooks. 
There he may locate and build his other 
lung up into a thing of beauty, a joy for­ 
ever. Gur health statistics are unsurpassed 
in tbe State, our educational facilities are 
complete.our means of transportation areex- 
cellent. In theSacramento river, which rolls 
by our doors we have a commercial artery 
where there is no monopoly, and when we 
need a railroad we do not wait for outside 
capital, but get right in and build it our­ 
selves. 
As to Colusa being the banner cereal 
county of the world I have but little to say. 
The giain statistics of the universe shovr 
this to be an undeniable fact, and it is a 
grand honor; but in gaining this distinc­ 
tion we have unfortunately taught the 
people of this State and other places to be­ 
lieve that we raise nothing else but wheat. 
To disabuse your minds of this impression 
we have come to Sacramento on the occa­ 
sion of this thirty-fourth annual exhibition 
of 
the State Agricultural Society and 
brought a handful of either stuff with us 
This is Colusa's first attempt at any fair— 
State, district or county—and we wish to 
say here to the representatives of other 
counties tbat if we achieve the distinction 
of winning only tbe tenth prize, yet Colusa 
extends tbe right hand of fellowship to her 
sister counties and wishes them God-speed 
in the noble work of development and pro­ 
gress that is now being carried on. 
Colusa has the soil and the climate with 
which to raise almost anything that grows 
under tiie suu. To raise more wheat than 
any county in the world is a great honor; 
but ( alifomia is destined tobe the orchard, 
the vineyard, the garden of the world, and 
Colusa does not propose to be left behind in 
this matter. 
Her fields of golden grain are 
fast turning into orchards of golden fru it; 
the dawn of a brighter day for Colusa 
county Is breaking over her silurian hills, 
and we hope that the beaming sun of nrog- 
ress will rise higher and higher in her 
heavens until her position as a fruit-grow­ 
ing county is as high as is now her place 
among the cereal sections of tbe world. 
Ladies and gentlemen, come to Colusa, 
see us, and be convinced. 
On behalf of Colusa, we return our thanks 
for this royal reception, and hope tbat we 
may be able to reciprocate at some future 
day. 
CALIFORNIA. 
The toast "California—the Golden State; 
the modern Canaan ; the most favored land 
of earth,” was eloquently responded to by 
Governor R. W . W aterman. 
When he 
arose to respond he was greeted with 
rounds of applause. By way of prelim­ 
inary remarks, he said that before coming 
to the banquet he had carefully prepared a 
lengthy speech suitable for the toast and 
occasion, but it had been abstracted from 
his pocket by Gov. Iloruck, whom he pre­ 
sumed would, before the evening was 
over, deliver it as his own. 
However, 
110 little thing like that could prevent 
him 
from 
saying a few 
words 
for 
California, his adopted State, the greatest in 
the nation. He loved both ends of it. each 
side of it, and the middle. There is hut 
one California, and that is our own. 
We 
have an immense territoiy, broad and fer­ 
tile valleys and plains, beautiful rivers and 
streams, a country of sunshine and flowers, 
and in our own nation we have 60,000,000 
of people to fill it; and we also have a 
great manjr millions over the water that 
we have no use for—that we. do not want 
here. 
[Applause.] 
In thirty or forty years 
from now, in case of over-population, 
where can our children immigrate to? 
They cannot follow the familiar advice. 
“ Go We9t,” for we have reached the 
western limit, where the sun goes down in 
the Pacific. The question is frequently 
asked, especially regarding Southern Cali­ 
fornia, “ Are they not booming it too 
m uch?” 
1 say to them that land that they 
are buying to-day by the acre will be sell­ 
ing ten years hence by the foot. 
Wo have 
the climate. No other country in the world 
can compare with us in that respect. In 
referring to the rapid settlement of the 
southern portion of the State, and the rush 
for homes in tbat section, he said it was 
owing to the opening up of the country by 
that greatest of all civilizers, the railroad. 
He remembered when a trip from San Ber­ 
nardino to San Francisco took many days 
by team. Now the trip can be made in a 
few hours in a palace car. The most of his 
life had been spent upon the frontier; he 
had been a pioneer in this western country. 
In his youth, which he passed in the West­ 
ern States, he remembered when the price 
of manuai labor was only 50 cents a day. 
Fowls sold at a half-dollar a dozen, domes­ 
tics worked for four bits a week, wheat was 
raised for 40 and 50 cents a bushel, and the 
only means of transportation, no m atter 
what the distance in the prairie country, 
was by team. He lived 75 miles from Chi­ 
cago. 
A 
load 
of 
wheat 
consisted 
of 
forty 
bushels. 
It took five days 
to 
make 
a 
trip, 
and 
a 
man and 
team 
for 
that 
purpose 
could 
be 
hired 
for 
$7. 
The 
roadside 
eating 
houses were different from those of the 
present day in many respects. They kept 
a man and his team over night, gave him 
supper, bed and breakfast and hay for his 
stock for fifty cents. The meals were good 
ones, tnrkey and prairie chickens were fur­ 
nished three times a day; no prince could 
be more handsomely entertained than were 
those pioneer teamsters of tbe West. En 
route to Chicago in those days he had seen 
twenty miles of teams in procession so 
close that if one stopped the tongue of the 
wagon behind him would knock in the end- 
gate, and the entire procession would have 
to stop. How everything has changed 
since then. The railroads have revolution­ 
ized this Western land, and stiff are actively 
engaged in its further development. Jay 
Gould is coming to us with his road. 
Others will follow. The roads alreadv here 


are building branches through our valleys 
into our foothills, and wherever the engin­ 
eer lays out a road prosperity and rapid 
settlement follows. The southern portion 
of the State to-day is active, its many at­ 
tractions that have been hidden through 
all the ages are now presented through the 
building of these trunk and branch roads, 
and we are just on the eve of an era of 
prosperity nnheard of on the western con­ 
tinent. It is not all in the south. I saw in 
Oroville as line orange orchards as are to 
be 
found 
in 
any other 
portion 
of 
this 'most 
favored State. 
[Applause.] 
I 
visited 
fifteen 
or 
twenty 
or­ 
ange 
orchards 
in 
Butte 
county, 
in the vicinity of Oroyille, and I faffed to 
find a single tree affected with scale, or a 
single specimen of citrus fruit that had a 
blemish upon it. [Applause.] OraDge or­ 
chards. as an investment, pay. 
An acre of 
bearing trees will pay interest on $5,000 to 
the acre. We have the country, broad in 
extent, rich in fertility of soil, uncompara­ 
ble in climate, and we have every assur­ 
ance that an over-production of fruit in the 
tuture is an impossibility. We have the 
whole nation as a market, for that m atter 
the entire world is consumers of our fruits 
and vintage, and the question of transpor­ 
tation has been solved by the builders of 
our 
trans-ooutinental 
railroads. 
You 
can raise citru9 fruits in the northern sec­ 
tion with as little difficulty as you can the 
deciduous fruits, and when this business has 
been gone into extensively every train that 
goes east from California will carrv fruits 
from your orchards 365 days in the year. 
You can raise oranges up here as good as 
we can at tbe south. Perhaps not in every 
locality, but in some sections your crops 
will be equal to ours iu every respect. No 
man has ever gone into tbe business of 
orange culture in the south that has not 
made it pay. 
Many years ago, when riding across the 
plains with his mother, in a conversation 
with her, he sa id : 
“ Mother, will tiffs 
country ever be settled !” “ Yes, my dear,” 
was her reply, “ but not in our tim e.” She, 
however, was mistaken in her prophesy, 
for it was settled before she died in 1852. 
In closing the Governor said he had the 
interest of the whole State at heart. While 
the south was his home, he loved the 
north ; while some sections were endeared 
by foud memories, stiff it was all Califor­ 
nia—it was his adopted Stale, tbe grandest, 
fairest portion on God's green earth.

THE STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


“ The State Agricultural 8oeiety—the 
ward of the State; the harvest home of its 
people,” was responded to by I.. J. Rose, 
of Los Angeles, who is one of its Directors. 
H is remarks were eloquent, pointed and 
frequently interrupted with applause. 
He 
said he was totally unprepared to suitably 
respond to the sentiment. 
It was one of 
his misfortunes to desire to say pleasant 
things and to be unable to do so. Although 
a resident of Southern California, he was 
an ardent admirer of Sacramento, the Capi­ 
tal of the State. 
He admired her big and 
generous-hearted people. This magnificent 
banquet was simply one of a long list of 
evidences of the hospitality and generosity 
of this people. No one who ever visits Sac­ 
ram ento 
goes 
away 
except to sound 
her praise. 
He referred in eloquent lan­ 
guage to the floral display upon the ban­ 
quet table and throughout the Pavilion. 
I 
am a lover of fiovrers; they are to rn ea s 
little children ; their beauty and fragrance 
have an inestimable charm , and the flora 
of California has no equal in tbe world. 
The fruits of California have a world-wide 
reputation, and as for brave men and beau­ 
tiful women. 110 State in the Union can 
compare with her. For twenty-seven years 
I have resided in California, and in all that 
time there has not been a day nor an hour 
that I have not felt proud 
to claim 
it 
as 
m y 
home. 
W hen 
I 
look 
about 
the 
Pavilion 
and 
see 
the 
immense 
displays 
of 
luscious fruits, 
elegant productions, beautiful flowers, and 
healthy faces, I need lcok no further for 
tbe cause of the boom. The boom has 
been earned upon merit and will continue 
to grow, for, as the Governor has truthfully 
remarked, there is but one California. I 
am from the South, but no pent-up Utica 
finds a place in mv breast. 
[Applause.] 
There is no part of California that is equal 
to all the rest. I have a preference for the 
South, there is my home, but it is only a 
portion of my adopted State. California. 
Breathes there a man with soul so dead. 
Who never to himsell hath said. 
This is my own, my native laud? 
There is no portion of this State which 
can exclaim, "E u rek a! we have it ail." 


SACRAMENTO COUNTY. 
The toast “ Sacramento county — the 
Queen of the Valley ” was responded to by 
George W. Hancock, who spoke as follows: 
Before I enter upon the subject of the 
toast I desire to render thanks to my fel­ 
low townsmen for this kindly testimonial 
of generous feeling to these representatives 
of our sister counties. 
Fellow citizens, 1 feel proud of you to­ 
night. 
“ May your 
tribes 
increase,” 
“ Queen City of the Valley,” washed by the 
water from the melting snows of Shasta’s 
dome, fanned by the solstice breezes from 
SaD Diego bay. We have here the home of 
the orange and lemon, the fig and the 
raisin, the lime aud the olive. 
I do not 
detract from any other county’s fair fame 
and resources in saying a word of praise 
for my own. The first settlement of Cali­ 
fornia was drawn here by the lure of gold. 
Men rushed to her hills and dug and 
delveff for the shining thing that “ men did 
worship and caii a god.” Sacramento was 
then a mart of trade. 
H er merchandise 
and stores were hauled by mules and 
horses to her sister counties to sustain those 
who were digging the earth for precious 
gold. We have seen a change. 
The At­ 
lantic and Pacific have been bound to­ 
gether with clasps of steel, and the iron 
horse has driven the mule team and the 
prairie schooner from the road forever. 
Following the golden era came herds of 
cattle and horses, and Sacramento’s plains 
were dotted black with their numbers. 
Again we have seen her vast herds give 
way to fields of waving grain ; that, too, in 
turn, has been pushed from within our 
boundaries, till the orchard and vineyard 
are now the chief care of our husbandry. 
The future wealth of our county will be 
dfawn from our orchard and vineyard land, 
stimulated by our vast water supply and 
our genial, winterless climate. 
Ladies and gentlemen, before I proceed 
further, I wish to thank those industrious 
spirits who have made this banquet a possi­ 
ble fact, by grouping together these county 
exhibits from these ten loyal and true dis­ 
tricts. 
Loyal and true to themselves, and 
therefore true to the best interests of the 
whole State. 
Born on the other shore of this conti- 
tinent, under the shadow of Bunker Hill, 
and in my boyhood days hearing so much 
ot that great hub, that our friend Murphy 
so pointedly alludes to, yet I crossed’the 
roaring ocean—came in the Golden Gate 
and up the river to Sacramento, from which 
I walked out to a ranch situated upon the 
river’s bank, where I took up tiffing the 
soil—there I produced 125 bushels of bar­ 
ley per acre, 100 bushels of wheat and have 
seen $1,500 worth of Bartlett pears picked 
from one acre of trees, that had neither 
been pruned or cul i vated in three years, 
and there is my hatchet (exhibiting one to 
Leake, oi Solano). It has been my lot to 
labor, but .1 assure you, ladies and gentle­ 
men, I have always labored from choice. 
I was placed on this earth to work or live 
in idleness. I had my choice, in idlene-s 
to starve, in work to live; I chose to live. 
There are 200,000 acres of land in Sacra­ 
mento county, practically vacant, capable 
of yielding ten per cent, per annum , or 
$25 per acre. The Katoma Vineyard of 
tabie grapes last year netted on the plat­ 
form ot tbe railroad station $270 per acre, 
and that is the poorest land, valued by its 
taxation, in Sacramento county. 
But, la­ 
dies and gentlemen, I must bring this to a 
close. 
You have heard the encomiums 
upou Sau Joaquin, El Dorado, Placer. Ne­ 
vada, Yuba, Butte, Tehama, Colusa, Yolo, 
Napa and Solano. God bless them. But 
in my long roaming over this lovely State 
I have learned that Sacramento is the other 
end of tbat great hub, and these surround­ 
ing counties are the spokes, fellies and 
bands of steel that revolve around this cen­ 
ter of wealth and beanty. as do the eternal 
spheres revolve around the central sun of 
this vast universe.

LOCAL BREVITIES. 


N ow H© G oes H ack . 
Several weeks ago a man named W. J. 
Burke appeared at police headquarters in 
San Francisco and announced that he was 
the defaulting 
Treasurer of Galveston, 
Texas, and being tired of endeavoring to 
avoid recapture, had concluded to surrender 
himself, that he might be sent back to 
Galveston and receive whatever punish­ 
m ent might be meted out to him. Tne 
San Francisco officials had no knowledge 
of the defalcation he referred to. but de­ 
tained Burke until they could telegraph to 
Galveston concerning the matter. There 
was considerable delay before an answer 
was received, and Burke worried, fearing 
apparently that he would not be sent for. 
Finally, however, a response was received, 
requesting that the prisoner be held, as an 
officer was coming for hire.. Just before 
Governor Rartlett’s death Sheriff Tiernan, 
of Galveston, arrived in this city with re- 
ouisition papers, but of course was unable 
to get a warrant at the Governor's office. 
Last Monday he returned, obtained a war­ 
rant from Governor Waterman, and now 
Burke is in a fair way to have his desire of 
returning home. 


T h e S h in g le S p rin g s a n d P i.a c e r v ille 
IIa ilb o a d .—Two carloads of men and one 
of “ outfit ” were forwarded yesterday 
m orning to Shingle Springs, to commence 
the work of grading the line of the pro­ 
posed extension from the end of the Sacra­ 
mento and Placerville Railroad to Placer­ 
ville. The men sent up are experienced 
in tnnnel work, having been engaged in 
that line on the California and Oregon road, 
and they will immediately begin opera­ 
tions at the tunnel which will be necessarv 
about two miles from Shingle Springs. The 
Ceople of El Dorado county will doubtless 
e delighted with the advent of the rail­ 
road builders in that section, as the in­ 
crease of railroad facilities means the ad­ 
vancement in prosperity. It will not be 
long before the graders are at work between 
Shingle Springs and the tunnel, and beyond 
the latter. 


T h e N o te M u st B e P a id .—The Supreme 
Court has rendered a decision in the case of 
Jam es H. Corbin vs. H . Wachhorst, of this 
city. Plaintiff brought an action founded 
upon a promissory note for $.’550. 
From 
the judgment rendered against W achhorst 
and an order denying a new trial of the 
action the latter appealed. The grounds of 
his defense, as set up in the answer, were 
that he executed the note while intoxicated 
and was induced to sign the note without 
knowing what he did and without any 
consideration whatsoever. The note was 
given for money lost at dice. As the money 
was loaned defendant to gamble with, the 
Supreme Court decides that there is no 
prejudicial error shown by the record, and 
the judgm ent and order is affirmed. 


F a l s e Im p riso n m e n t.—As was hinted 
would be the case, in a dispatch from 
Colusa, published in yesterday's R e co rd - 
U b io n , Deputy Sheriff Thompson has 
served a warrant upon W . W . Cone, of the 
“ United States Detective Association," of 
this city, alleging false im prisonment of 
Pritchard, the hay-fork operator, who was 
recently taken to Colusa by Cone on a 
charge of conspiracy to defraud. Pritchard 
has announced that he will make some 
unsavory developments as regards Cone. 
The latter has given bonds for his appear­ 
ance in Court at Colusa on the 26th instant, 
which is the date fixed for Pritchard’s trial.

TH E 
POSTAL 
SER VIC E. 


History of Its Remarkable Growth—The 
Probable Future. 
T he American postal system has been of 
such slow growth that the successive phases 
o f its development have not impressed 
them selves deeply on public attention. 
A 
succinct and able article by John M. 
Bishop, in the Magazine of American H is­ 
tory, recounts the history of this growth, 
leaving the reader astounded by the extent 
precision, thoroughness and progressive 
changes of the service. 
In 10/. the Court of Boston apjointed 
John Hayward to carry and deliver letters. 
In 1710 Parliament established a post-office 
for the colonies—New York i/eing the chief 
office. 
The rates for sixty miles’ carriage 
were, for single letters, 4d, for double, 8d, 
and for one ounce, Is 4<1. 
In 1753 Ben 
Franklin 
was appointed Deputy l'ost- 
master-General for 
the 
colonies. 
H e 
originated the first fast mail, consisting of 
a line of stage coa ties from Philadelphia 
to Boston, to run every week. 
They were 
the wonder of the age. 
The postal rates at the close of the last 
century were Go for less than thirty m iles ; 
8c for under s ix ty ; 10c for less than 100; 
aud so on up to 20c for 300 miles, and 25c 
for a carriage of over 150 miles. 
A single 
sheet of paper constituted a lette r; two 
sheets two letters ; three sheets three let­ 
ters. 
They were invariably folded w ith­ 
out envelopes. 
A -beet, owing to this 
count, was generally written in the finest 
penman.-hip, and not seldom the written 
page was written across, so that each single 
sheet had eight pages of writing. 
News­ 
papers were charged lc for 100 miles. 
Postage stamps were introduced in 1847, 
before which tim e all letters were paid for 
in cash, either at the office of m ailing or 
that of delivery. 
One hundred and sixty 
sorts of stamps have l>een issued since 1847. 
In 1798 the whole Postal Department at 
W ashington was conducted by the Post- 
master-< ieneral aud assistant and one clerk. 
The first locomotive used by the mail 
service was on the Delaware and Hudson 
( anal Company s road in Pennsylvania in 
1829. 
The South Carolina Railroad Com­ 
pany followed soon after. But as a regular 
carrier of the mail the railroad did not 
become a factor till 183-5, when the road 
lrom W ashington h> Baltimore was opened. 
But so short were the lines of road, and so 
disconnected, that it remained for a long 
tim e a problem whether the stage coach 
was not more serviceable. 
The speed ob­ 
tained was inferior, and the delays were 
vexatious. But these troubles were steadily 
overcome as lines of road became consoli­ 
dates). 
In 1851 occurred the famous reduction 
of 
postage 
to 
three 
cents 
for 
all 
distances less than 3,000 miles. 
Mail 
agents were appointed asearlv as 1840; hut 
this branch of the system grew into favor 
very slowly. 
In 18G2, however, began the 
absolute revolution of our whole system of 
mail service. 
It was the device and wit of 
a Missouri clerk in the office at Ft. Joseph 
— M m. Davis, 
lie devised and was a l­ 
lowed to o]H.rate the first fiostoffiee car ever 
used. 
The slow and tedious distribution 
and forwarding of letters from general of­ 
. fices now ceased. 
The work was done on 
the car, and letters ilew across the conti­ 
nent 1 ike shuttles. 
No branch of public 
service ever before existed which 
de­ 
manded such a combination of general in ­ 
formation with minute knowledge. 
The 
clerk in charge of a car must know not only 
all the offices on his route, but all the of­ 
fices in the United States in his division, 
and be must know the shortest route to 
the same. 
The remarkable growth and success of 
the postal service is startling, as being an 
exam ple of the power of the State in com­ 
petition with individual enterprise. 
It is 
an absolute monopoly at the same time. So 
that while a “laissez futre"' advocate it is 
an illustration oi what he calls usurpation, 
it Ls 1.1 an advocate of the socialistic idea 
of the State an illustration of what he hates. 
In fine the postal service illustrates adm i­ 
rably that neither of those parties Ls work­ 
ing on any other basis than sentiment. 
W alker has probably hit as near the mark 
as possible when he undertakes to show 
that the scope of the State is mueli wider 
than has been ju d ged ; but that all changes 
that deduct from individual and pass over 
to collective enterprise should tie made 
with extrem e caution. 
Our school system 
aud sanitation of cities have lately in large 
degree been thus transferred. 
W hether 
the railroad and telegraphs will still con­ 
tinue to pass more and more into govern­ 
mental control is a problem of common 
sense. 
- 
The future of our postal service is evi­ 
dently in the line of increased facilities for 
rapid transit, aud a uniform rate of one 
cent for all letters. 
But there w ill lie a 
new problem when the telephone becomes 
public property. 
It is more than probable 
tlmt one-half our present correspondence 
w ill lie abandoned in favor of direct con­ 
versation. 


Carrier i’igeons in War. 
Steps have been taken 
in nearly 
- 
. all 
European countries to establish m ilitary 
communication by means of carrier pigs 
eons in tim e of war. 
England, France, 
Germany, Belgium and Italy have defi­ 
nitely organized m ilitary carrier-pigeon 
services, and some have subsidized the 
private training establishments with the 
right to use the pigeons in war. 
T his method of communication origi­ 
nated in China, or, at least, in the East, 
and it was nio-t likely in use by the ancient 
Arabians. 
"William of Orange and N a­ 
poleon 1. used these messengers during 
their wars; but the greatest service wa-s 
that rendered in 1870 between Paris and 
Tours. 
During the siege of Paris 150,000 official 
dispatches and about one m illion private 
communications, representing 
a monev 
value of about $38,000, were conveyed by 
these pigeons. 
In this case messages were 
reduced by microscopic photography so 
that a tiny piece o f silk paper one and 
three-fourths inches long by one and one- 
fourth inches wide would contain 3,500 
messages of twenty words each, or 70,000 
words. 
The total dispatch thus arranged 
weighed at most less than one-quarter of 
an ounce and w i- secured by a light thread 
ta the tail-feathers of the pigeon. 
Upon 
arrival the dispatch was remove,1, enlarged 
by photography, and deciphered. 


Turkey» in a Nutshell. 


"We do not mean that the turkeys may 
be kept in a nutshell. 
An egg shell is the 
only shell small enough to hold a turkey. 
But the Poultry Keeper for May, after giv­ 
ing over five columns of original and se­ 
lected turkey literature, tunden» -s the 
matter Into the following rules to lie ol>- 
scrvcd by those who would Is: successful in 
raising them. 
In order to enable our 
readers ta more fully understand what may 
be required, the following cardinal points 
should be kept in view. 
They arc ; 
1. Never let the young turkeys get wet. 
The slightest dampness is fatal. 
2. Feed nothing tin* first twenty-four 
hours after they are hatched. 
3. Before putting them in the coop see 
that it is perfectly clean and free from lice, 
and dust them three times a week with 
Persian insect powder. 
4. Be sure the hen is free from lice. Dust 
her, too. 
5. Look out for mites and large lice on 
the heads, necks and vents. 
Groa.»: heads, 
necks and vents with lard, but avoid kero­ 
sene. 
6. Nine-tenths of the young turkeys die 
from lice. 
Remember that. 
7. Filth will soon make short work of 
them. 
Feed on clean surfaces. 
G ive 
water in manner so they can only wet their 
beak». 
8. The first week feed a m ixture of one 
beaten, and wheat middlings one part, 
ground meat ope part, corn meal one part' 
m ixed, with salt to taste, and cooked as 
bread, then crumbled for them, with m ilk 
or curds, so they can drink ail tliev want. 
P eed every two hours, early and late. 
9. G ive a little raw meat every dav ; also 


finely chopped onions, or other tender 
green food is added. 
10. After the first week keep wheat and 
ground meat in boxes before them all the 
time, but feed three times a day a mixture 
of cornmeal, wheat, middlings, ground 
oats cooked, and to which chopped green 
food is added. 
11. Mashed potatoes, cooked 
turnips, 
cold rice and such w ill always be in order. 
12. Too much hard-boiled eggs 
will 
cause bowel disease. 
13. Remove coop to fresh ground often 
in order to avoid tilth. 
14. Ground bone, fine gravel, ground 
shells and a dust bath must be provided. 
15. G ive them liberty on drv, warm 
days. 
i d They must be carefully attended to 
until well feathered. 


Gesticulation. 
It is generally claimed that gesticulation 
is an instinctive habit to eke out the 
poverty of words; most used, therefore, by 
the quickest speakers, whose thoughts out­ 
run their vocabulary. 
In proportion as 
human beings grow reasonable, they have, 
it is said, les» and less need to supplement 
the tongue with the hand. 
l!ut we are not 
surg that the received interpretation is 
correct. 
The ancient Greeks, with the 
most perfect and expressive speech known 
to mankind, and the most careful training 
in the use of it, were as liberal of gesture 
as are their reputed descendants at the 
present day. 
Ju truth, it m ight be argued 
tiiat they were the inventors of gesticula­ 
tion in Europe, for wherever they estab­ 
lished a colony, there it flourishes in the 
extrem est degree even now. 
An Italian of 
the north is by no mean- demonstra­ 
tive 
by 
comparison 
with 
his fellows 
of Naples and Sicily. 
The lively ac­ 
tion of 
the M arseillaise is proverbial 
in France, and the people of Cadiz bold 
much the same reputation among Span­ 
iards. 
This may 
be accident, but it ls 
suggestive. 
The sim ple fact, undisputed, 
that the Greeks were profuse in gesticula­ 
tion, upsets the theory that a poor tongue 
was the original cause for its employment. 
More likely these fervid fancies, complex 
interests, everlasting intrigues and changes 
of mood demanded and suggested quicker 
means of display than words can give. We 
cannot fancy human life from which ges­ 
ture Ls absolutely excluded—more than 
that we cannot fancy the life of an­ 
imals 
under 
such 
a 
condition. 
The 
dog, 
or 
horse, 
or 
cat 
has 
a 
va­ 
riety of actions and expressions quite 
intelligible, 
and designed 
ta 
be 
so. 
The number and ingenuity of these 
show the measure o f individual sagacity 
among our pets. 
In his most barbarous 
state man had all these, and more, doubt­ 
less.— Exchange.

A F in e H orticu ltu ra! and M ineral D is­ 
p lay from th e F o o th ills. 
The people of Placer county are always 
loyal to its interests in being ready to ex­ 
hibit to the outside world something of the 
varied and wonderful products of this cen­ 
tral and extremely fertile foothill county. 
Its resources are second to none in the 
State, and its citizens have the energy and 
enterprise to develop them and set the re­ 
sults before the people in most attractive 
form. The fine exhibition made by this 
county at the last State Fair is now ex­ 
celled. and justly attracts marked attention 
and admiration. The present exhibits are 
under charge of J. F. Madden and B. M. 
Berry, of Newcastle, and J. J. Morrison, of 
Loomis, and is very attractively arranged. 
It is located in the northeast corner of H or­ 
ticultural Hall, and does infinite credit to 
its locality and people. The territory oc­ 
cupied by Placer county covers an eleva­ 
tion of from 60 to 4,200 feet above sea level, 
and includes favorable climate and soil 
for the successful growth of nearly every 
desirable product for m ankind. To prop­ 
erly display this extended and interesting 
variety, the space that could be allowed to 
the county was far from being sufficient, 
and the managers of the exhibit have much 
rem aining in boxes that has not been un­ 
packed. 
There is a strip of country along the west 
base of the Sierras, at an elevation of from 
•400 to 1,100 feet, that produces in the most 
perfect degree of development and in un­ 
surpassed quantities, all the fruits of the 
temperate and semi-tropical zones. In this 
belt, which is becoming known, from its 
comparative freedom from blighting frosts, 
as the " Warm Gold Belt,” is located the 
Newcastle and Penryn fruit district, and 
from which a large part of the present dis­ 
plays were obtained, and the credit for 
which the county owes the leading people 
of that district a lasting debt of gratitude. 
From Newcastle to Colfax is an extended 
rich section, from which a very fine collec­ 
tion of fruits and mineral specimens are 
displayed. The Colfax district maintains 
its di.siinction for excellent grapes, and also 
shows other fruits of equal merit. 
For the region from Colfax to Dutch 
F lat and Alta there is a display of apples 
and pears that need not fear competition 
from any other source. The people from 
that part of the county have also done ex­ 
cellent work in collecting and displaying 
the fruits, etc., illustrative of the fin" pro­ 
ducts of that section. 
The display of 
apples and pears from the neighborhood of 
Iowa llill, Michigan Bluff, Bath, and in 
fact all the Forest H ill divide, is equally as 
good as that from along the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, but is not so 
large. The Mt. Pleasant district is w ell 
represented by the display of grapes, and 
Foster's first premium raisins. Western 
Placer’s broad and fertile grain fields are 
also represented by exhibits of barley, 
wheat, oats, etc. 
Below is a list of the 
m ost notable exhibits: 
One of the most noteworthy indices of 
climate and growth for this section are the 
banana trees of O. W. Hollenbeck, grow­ 
ing at Auburn, and which are represented 
by large framed photographs, on exhibition 
w ith the Placer county exhibits. These 
trees are now 161 m onths old, and about 17 
feet in bight, and flourishing with rem ark­ 
able vigor and promise. 
They testify 
Strongly for the climate of the section. 
’ 
J. A. Robinson, Newcastle, 13 varietiesof 
choice peaches, prom inent among which 
is a large collection of the McDevitt cling 
peaches. 
P. W. Butler, Penryn, has an excellent 
exhibit of peaches, among which are the 
Allbright cling, the Bal way. Bilgen's late 
October, and George's late cling. 
C. T. Adams. Newcastle, shows Rose de 
T ern. .Ualvolsie, Flaming Tokay, Muscat 
and Emperor grapes, that for size of berrv 
and delicacy of flavor are unexcelled. Mr. 
Adam s also exhibits orange cling, Brandy­ 
wine, Heath cling, freestone, George’s late 
cling and Salway peaches, and Bartlett 
pears. 
L. Bannon, Penryn, makes an excellent 
showing of table grapes, comprising cataw­ 
ba, muscat, flaming tokay, black Hamburg, 
Bose de Peru, Isabella and Mission. 
J. B. Whitcomb, Colfax, has the largest 
display of grapes in the Placer county ex­ 
hibit and embraces twenty-six varieties of 
the choicest and most desirable classes for 
wine and the table use. 
E. 
Booth, Roseville, supplies a fine col­ 
lection of dried fruit. 
He shows dried 
pears, apples, plums, figs, seven kinds of 
dried peaches, and some mammoth green 
quinces. 
Mrs. II. E. Parker, Penryn, exhibits a 
collection of jellies, jams, preserved fruits, 
catsup, consisting of 144 samples in glass', 
and having only half a dozen of a kind! 
The variety can be estimated. It is one of 
th e great attractions of Placer's exhibit. 
This exhibit, placed in the form of a pyra­ 
m id 
has 
been 
tastefully embellished 
by Mrs. l’aricer, with a choice collection of 
Placer's citrus and deciduous fruits, con­ 
sisting of this year's growth of oranges, 
som e of them twelve inches in diameter, 
such as W ashington naval, Mediterranean 
sweet, St. Michael and Florida swee*. etc., 
picked from trees only 2J years old. Also, a 
display ofgenuine California dried Smyrna 
figs. This latter is an item of the very 
greatest importance, and all interested 
should examine them, as there seems to 
be no doubt but that she has the true fig of 
commerce, and which, if so, will, in time 
be worth millions of dollars to our State. 
John Kaiser. Penryn, has a large collec­ 
tion of choice wines and brandies, for 
which the foothills are becoming so noted. 
Mrs. Mary E. Fox, Newcastle, has a gen­ 
eral exhibit of superior excellence, “and 
decorated with bouquets of choice flowers, 
pam pas plumes, branches, clusters, etc. 
T he exhibit consists of Washington navel, 
Mediterranean sweet St. Michael, Konab 
and seedling oranges, Sicily lemons, Heath 
cling, George's late cliDg, McDevitt cling, 
orange cling, Salway, Ward Late Free and

which are very rich and beautiful,are from 
the Jackson mine, one mile from Auburn, 
and indicate that a deposit of great wealth 
exists where they were found. It is claimed 
that this cabinet' is only a feeble exponent 
of the mineral wealth of the county, but it 
is a very strong bit of testimony in that 
direction. 
Mrs. P. Goley, Ophir. has the real gem of 
the fair in the line of rare and beautiful, 
geological specimens. The cabinet occupies 
a prom inent position in the Placer exhibit, 
and is an object of general interest ami ad­ 
miration. The specimens, which have been 
pearly all coileeied in the rich mining dis­ 
trict of Ophir, about two miles from New­ 
castle, sparkle like the glistening dew in 
the morning sunlight.

HUM BOLDT COUNTY E X H IB IT . 


the 
A u In terestin g D isp lay F rom O ne o f 
N orthern C oast Sections. 
Bordering on the coast ttnd near the 
northern end of the State, covering Coast 
Ranges and intervening valleys, is located 
H um boldt county, a gem among the west­ 
ern counties of our great commonwealth. 
In its wonderful resources of timber and 
other im portant materials of commerce, it 
stands forth as a leading factor in the up­ 
building of our State, both city and coun­ 
try, and contains many of the strongest at­ 
tractions for the investments of capitalists 
and home-seekers. The people of that 
county, in order to make better known the 
wonderful resources of that section and to 
take part in showing to the world the va­ 
ried products of the entire State, have 
brought to the State Fair a very attractive 
exhibit, showing in a modest way some of 
the good things of that portion of our 
wouderland. The exhibit is a varied but 
exceedingly interesting one, and is under 
the superintendence of Colonel F. W. Bell, 
of Eureka. It is located in the center of 
the northern portion of Horticultural Hall, 
and is at once noticed on entering that part 
of the Pavilion. 
A prom inent feature, and one that first 
catches the eye upon entering the hall, is 
a huge plank cut from one of the H um ­ 
boldt redwoods. The dimensions are 80 
inches in width. 12 feet long and three 
inches thick. This looks immense, but 
near by it stands another plank cut from a 
true giant of the forest, and measurer 11 feet 
3 inches in width and three inches in 
thickness. It is less than four feet in 
length, as the tree was so large that a short 
section had to be cut from the trunk and 
sawed from each end of the cut lengthwise, 
in order to get the saw through the section. 
The section from which it was sawed was 
cut from the tree 84 feet from the base, from 
which fact it will be seen that the width of 
the plank does not represent the full size 
of the trunk at the usual place of measure­ 
ment. 
The tree was cut from John 
Vance's premises on Ryan’s slough. 
Even Californians view these great pieces 
of timber with wondering interest, and 
those of our visitors from the East are still 
greater impressed by them. In addition to 
these are other fine samples of timber and 
woods found in Humboldt county, such as 
pine, white ash, yew wood, etc. The logging 
scenes and timber supply of the section of 
country represented, are still further pre­ 
sented through a large number of fine 
photographs, which attract visitors continu­ 
ously. And there is the photograph of a 
railroad train of 10 cars being hauled out of 
the woods, with one log to each car, and 
the 16 logs measuring 88,568 feet of lumber. 
Other samples, such as shingles, shakes, 
etc., are displayed to represent the lumber 
industry of the county, and a beautiful 
table, the handiwork made of veneer or 
curly redwood, is on exhibition, which ex­ 
cels in polish and beauty any mahogany. 
The lumber interests of the county give 
constant employment to a vast num ber of 
men, and an immense amount of capital is 
invested and employed in sawmills, and 
the production of lumber and timber of all 
kinds. In connection with representations 
of this industry a pair of rafisman s shoes 
are exhibited, having steel calks extending 
out from the bottoms a half inch in length, 
and which class of shoes are regarded as an 
absolute necessity for use of loggers and 
river-dn vers. 
In the agricultural line Hum boldt also 
shows some remarkable specimens. There 
are samples of mesquite grass 11 feet and 9 
inches in bight. A bundle of late white 
oats, from J. F. Quill’s farm, 8 feet in bight. 
A nother sample in bundle, from Jackson 
Sawyer, of Table Blulf, is 7j feet in liight. 
It was sowed in November, 1886, and har­ 
vested last month. AlsoScotch potato oats 
are exhibited, that were sown in Mav, and 
stand 6 fegt high. Timothy and red'-top 6 
feet high, and red clover 3i feet in higlit 
are shown near by. W illiam Samuris, of 
Ferndale, has a jbundle of red clover 
7 feet in bight, and W. Saunders, of Dow's 
prairie, displays outs 8 feet in higbt. 
O. L. 
Stoddard, of Ferndale, exhibits Norway 
oats 7Í feet in bight. James Graham, of 
Blacksburg, lias’sample of oats that yielded 
84 bushels to the acre—a field of 40 acres— 
and there were counted 223 kernels to a 
single stalk. II. Rohner, of Rohnerviile, 
displays a sample of white wheat that was 
grown at an elevation of 1,650 feet, and, 
which produced 36 bushels to the acre. A 
bundle of tall cheat is also shown. JacksoD 
Sawyer has a sample of very fine Austra­ 
lian wheat. There is also exhibited ex­ 
cellent specimens of barley and white rye. 
A sample of barley shown hv Jam es Gra­ 
ham was from a field that yielded 60 bush­ 
els per acre. 
Fine wheat samples from 
ranches of C. F. Roberts and Frank H en­ 
drickson, near Blacksburg, are exhibited, 
the latter obtaining 34 bushels to the acre. 
Horace Drake shows an extra qualitv of 
white Mediterranean wheat and a sample 
of Vicks’ American banner oats. Other 
samples of wheat and grain are exhibited, 
all of which are of excellent quality. A 
sample of field corn, well matured and 
large, is exhibited from the farm of T. 
Raglin, Blacksburg, and which was grown 
without irrigation. 
The display of vegetables is equally 
meritorious in quality. The reputation of 
Humboldt potatoes is well known, but the 
display in this line excels the reputation. 
All lovers of this staple of life should ex­ 
amine them. 
To give their weight would 
lead the reader to believe it exaggertion, 
and hence we forbear, but they are not to 
be outdone in appearance nor quality any­ 
where. The leading exhibito rin this line 
is perhaps John 8. East, of Springville, and 
and J. Russ. John S. East also exhibits 
J. C. Dinsmore, Horace Drake, Rohnerviile, 
parsnips nearly four inches in diameter; tur­ 
nips, eight inciics in diameter, and carrots 
ami other vegetables of similar size. Mr. 
Dinsmore has some famously large onions, 
and other vegetables. A sample of English 
horse beans, standing over eight feet high, 
is exhibited by J. F. Buttle, of Ferndale. 
Over sixty pods may be counted upon a 
single stalk, and 250 as the product of a 
single seed. 
In fruits, the samples exhibited dem on­ 
strates that Hum boldt is not at all behind 
her valley and foothill sister counties in 
the production of most of the classes. The 
appies displayed—such as Rhode Island 
greenings and some other varieties—are 
extremely good, and look tempting to the 
utm ost degree. 
S. TV. Morrison, of Bear 
river, has the largest exhibit, and a very 
excellent one. of numerous varieties of ap­ 
ples and other fruits, and he deserves great 
credit for taking so much pains in having 
it presented at the fair. 
In his exhibit 
are, besides apples, prunes, peaches, pears, 
Siberian, Transcendental and Chicago crab 
apples, all of excellent quality. Thomas 
Stephenson, of Rohnerviile, exhibits the 
Western wild plum, large and desirable; 
Mrs. Victor Hope, of Blacksburg, Bartlett 
pear3 ; 1). F. Pint. Bear river, apples and 
pears; K. Seer, Bear river, several varieties 
of apples; 
II D. Smith, Bear river, a col­ 
lection of apples, and O. L. Stoddard, dis­ 
play of pears. 
In preserved natural fruit, Br. O. S. 
Phelps, Blacksburg, has samples in glass, 
and then there is a display of canned de­ 
ciduous fruits, berries, jellies, etc. 
A case 
of butter, selected irom six dairies in the 
county, is exhibited, and is of the finest 
quality—double gilt edge. 
The wool industry of Hum boldt is an 
im portant one, and in this line a good dis­ 
play in the clip, also washed, and in 
scoured state. The quality is of both fine 
and coarse, and presents well the industry. 
Mrs. P. T. Harmon, of Blacksburg, exhib­ 
its a sample of good hops, and samples of 
water from the Felts Mineral Springs are 
on exhibition. 
In the mineral line, Hum boldt presents 
an interesting exhibit, and representing 
much value. This cabinet includes gold 
nuggets from T. M. Brown’s mine, Orleans 
B a r; rich copper ore from Red Cap Bar, 
cinnabar, nickel ore, horn silver, and 
the 
famous 
geld - bearing 
black 
sand from Ocean Beach, chrome ore, m ar­ 
ble, granite, and lignite coal. Crude petro­ 


leum is also found in Hnmboldt, and is 
exhibited. The above gives the outline 
only, but does not convey the quality of 
this interesting coast e x h ib it; and when it 
is remembered that there is no railroad 
communication with that part of the coast, 
and that much of this exhibit was brought 
in wagons Irom the in’erior of the county 
to the coast, and thence came to San Fran­ 
cisco by steamer over 250 miles, it speaks 
volumes for the public spirit and enterprise 
of the people of Humboldt.

INYO MARBLE. 
One of the most im portant discoveries 
and enterprises in oarState, and on exhibi­ 
tion at the Pavilion, is the Inyo marble, 
near the m ain entrance, to the right. It is 
dolomite—the same that has been used in 
the past centuries, and after the lapse of ages 
ha:s shown no signs of decay. This quality 
of marble is not common, there being only 
a few places in the world where it is ob­ 
tained. 
It is scarcely effected by acids or 
oil, while the only affect time has on it is 
to harden; in ordinary use it is not liable 
to be marred or scratched, which makes it 
the most enduring stone for cemetery, 
building or furniture, of any material 
known, not excepting granite, having a 
resislance to pressure of more than four 
times that of Rutland and nearly three 
times that of Italian marble. It has no 
flint, and only seventeen one-thousandths 
of one per cant, of iron, which is scarcely 
a trace—no marble has less. It is laid dowii 
here at less cost in freight than either Ital­ 
ian or V erm ont; has near a dozen distinct 
varieties, in quantities to 
supply 
the 
world for 
a 
thousand years. 
It 
is 
susceptible of a polish equal to anv 
m arblj 
known, and 
will 
retain the 
polish on exposure equal to the hardest 
granite. 
Its importance to the State, ami, 
as it becomes known, to ilie whole nation, 
is in the fact that it being superior to any' 
marble now on the market will stop impor­ 
tation of foreign marble and keep in our 
State the money now sent abroad for this 
material. In fact, more than a year ago, 
ail Italian importer in San Francisco wrote 
to his correspondent in Italy that the dis­ 
covery of marble in Inyo county would 
make any further shipments to that port a 
loss. H e has imported none since. The 
company cannot iiil the orders offered with 
their present machinery and facilities, and 
are now making arrangements to at least 
double their capacity in its production. 
W ith the necessary capital its possibilities 
are beyond computation, there being mill­ 
ions oi' tons in sight above the level of tbe 
valley. Its depths below are unfathomable. 
This is no exageration, as any one inter­ 
ested can easily satisfy him self by a visit 
to the works, or from photographs’ now at 
the Pavilion. 


IRVINGTON, ALAMEDA COUNTY, 
Is ably represented in live stock exhibits 
by James Roberts. This gentleman shows 
a family of horses, a mare (Jule) weighing 
1,925 pounds, and tier five colts. The mare 
and four oldest colts, sired by Ben Lomond, 
are 
thoroughbred 
Clydesdales. 
The 
youngest of the family is sired by W. H. 
French's 
shire-bred 
stallion Exchange, 
which follows this colt in the parade. The 
4-year-old colt weighs 2,050 pounds, the 
3-year-old 1,965 pounds, and tiie younger 
ones weigh in the same proportion, biit 
have not been lately weighed. These eo'.ts 
have contested at the State and District 
Fairs, and each won first prize in their class 
for ages, from yearlings up. Mr. Roberts 
makes a specialty of breeding Clydesdales, 
and is deserving of the unqualified success 
met with by him. 
In the sheep exhibit Mr. Roberts shows 
thirty-seven thoroughbred French merino 
rams and ewes, known as the Blacow flock. 
During the past season he has sold heavily 
to Sou h American buyers, principally 
from Buenos Ayre3. who are selecting this 
stock as especially desirable for the plains 
of La Plata. Choice rams sold for this 
shipment for from $300 to $400 each ; but 
iu this exhibit we notice Bulger, the chief 
of ai!, for which Mr. Roberts refused $500. 
Fleeces cut from these sheep range in 
weight from 58 to 07 pounds, and one. a 
twin brother to Bulger, Is carrying a fleece 
of over 50 pounds. Thousands are greatly 
interested and instructed by these exhibits 
every day. 


m a g n o l ia s t o c k f a r m . 
We particularly call the attention of ad­ 
mirers of tine horse flesh to the stalls in the 
new horse building, numbered from 292 to 
297 inclusive, this being the exhibit of 
Theo. Skillmafi, of Petaluma. Mr. Skill- 
man is the pioneer importer of Percherons, 
introducing the flrst full-blood Normans in 
1876. 
His tirst importatious were small in 
number, but have grown in importance 
from year to year, as the demand for this 
stock increased, until now he has, by 
visiting the breeding districts of France 
yearly 
and 
selecting 
such 
as his 
judgment and long experience teaches 
him to regard 
as the best, he 
has 
collected the largest and best lot ever 
brought to this coast by any single importer. 
Two horses of this exhibit, new to this 
coast, are known as the French coach horse, 
large, speedy and very showy, closely re­ 
sembling the Cleveland hay in size,'style 
and breeding. These horses are a cross be­ 
tween the English thoroughbred and the 
Norman, while tbe Cleveland bay is a cross 


between the thoroughbred and the Shire or 
Clyde. It being an admitted fact that the 
Norman horse has the best and stoutest 
hoof of any laree horse the world has yet 
produced, it follows as a natural conse­ 
quence that the French coach horse has a 
better and stronger hoof than even the 
Cleveland bay, and is therefore 
better 
adapted for busses, express wagons and for 
fast work on paved streets and hard roads 
than any other horse ever bred. These an­ 
imals are all superior specimens of the 
class they represent, have a handsome, 
rapid action, perfect disposition, and are 
here to challenge comparison with any and 
nl! OómérS. 


SAMAR, W EIGHING 1,900 POUNDS. 
The finest two-year-old Hereford bull 
ever exhibited in America, was calved May 
4, 1S85, and heads the herd of seventeen 
exhibited by the W yoming Hereford Asso­ 
ciation, which continues to be the principal 
attraction in the morningstock parades. He 
was sired by the celebrated bull Rudolph, 
who never was once beaten in America in 
open sweepstakes competition with all 
breeds. Samar is a short-legged, thick­ 
muscled animal with wonderfully sprung 
rib, mellow-lleshed, capital thighs, back 
straight and level, and with what skilled 
breeders pronounce a grand Hereford head. 
Samar's dam was one of the old Ivington 
Rose strain. This celebrated cow won (he 
royal prize three years in succession in 
England, and the W yoming Hereford As­ 
sociation own all the female descendants 
from her now living and numbering 76, 
some of which are here, the rem ainder 
being on the farm some miles east of Chey­ 
enne. 
Mr. Morgan bought all of this fam­ 
ily in 1883, and since then he has repeat­ 
edly refused fabulous prices for members of 
this family by parties who desired to have 
them go back to England. 
Marsh, the 
second bull, is also a son of the great Ru­ 
dolph, and Storm King, tbe third animal, 
is a grandson. 
Eleven cows and heifers 
show the best 
strains now bred, and 
three handsome bull calves bring up 
the rear. 
This herd makes an excellent 
showing, and was particularly admired by 
cattle-breeders, many of whom pronounced 
it the finest herd of beef cattle ever exhib­ 
ited on these grounds. Tbe general excla­ 
mations in the grand stand were : 
“ W hat 
short legs!” 
“ See their white faces!” 
“ W hat heavy flesh!” a n d " W hat mag­ 
nificent coats of hair.” 
By the way, this 
latter quality is a desirability to be appre­ 
ciated, considering that these cattle are 
raised and thrive without shelter on the 
windy Western plains, and only such food 
as they forage from the vast prairies. These 
cattle are all registered in the “ American 
ann English Herd Book,” and catalogues 
containing pedigrees can be bad at the 
stalls.

P lum .—W e re­ 
cently received samples ol the Pottaw atta­ 
mie plum from the Mount Arbor Nursery 
Company, of Shenandoah, Iowa, the intro­ 
ducers. 
1 he samples were large, despite 
the drought, very thin-skinned, and were of 
remarkably tine flavor, having none of that 
acrid or biting taste noticeable in the thick 
outer parts of many plums. It Is claimed 
th at by heating or scalding, the skin of these 
plums come oil' as with tíie tomillo, mak­ 
ing them excellent for canning or for sauce. 
The Pottawattam ie is thought to be a cross 
between the Chickasa family of plums and 
the iSweedislz Sloe. 
The introducers say it

three to five years old, when the enormous 
crops of fruit cause it to become more or 
less dwarfed and the limbs somewhat 
pendulous. _ The fruit is usually of about 
the same size as the wild goose plum.—
